Immeunse quantities of pee-e have re-
ceutly anived in New York from Obio.
Thbey are driven across the country in
droses, until they reach the Erie Ryilroad,
where they are put on bourd the cars. —
About 500 can be trapsported in one dou-
ble-decked ear. The feathers are relied

upon to pay the expense of transporta-

tion, as weli as the swall sum at which
they are =old in Obio, leaving the amount
abtaiued forihe esrcasses as womueh elear
profit.  Thus far the ealeulation has pret-
ty mearly held good. The average price
paid for them alive in Ubio is about 25
cts, Tuhe prineipal purchasers in New
York sre the Jews, who wever buy dead
poultry that has been killed by the Gea-
tiles,
